Report on Water Supply- 
i Thomas o.i.akc. 


A report on. the various sources of 


water supply has been received by Iho 
committee on health,and sanitation. It 
will be remembered that when the ty- 
phoid fever first assumed the propor- 
tions, of an epidemic samples of water 
from thecitysupplyand from the Jones 
well on liridge street were sent to lios- 
ton for analysis. The report of the ex- 
peris who analyzed 
the water com- 


pletely exonerates the city water, while 
tliatfronUlie Jones well is condemned 
in unqualified terms. The report slates 
that the latter is dangerous in the ex- I 
treme,although the analyst does not be- 
lieve that it is the direct cause of the 
epidemic. He believes that the out- 
break is due to personal contagion and 
suggests thorough disinfection as the 


, remedy. 


The report slates that the sample of 


tap water has the analysis of a surface 
water of fair <|Uality and shows no sign 
of sewage contamination. The wc" 
water on the other hand is shown to 
he polluted and the presence of the 
bacillus coll indicates that it has re- 
ceived direct faecal contamination.
